A  Few  Suggestions 

The  Sweet  Pea  plant  or  vine  succeeds  best  in 
cool,  moist,  yet  well  drained  soil.  To  secure  the 
longest  possible  season  of  bloom  the  seed  must 
be  planted  early.  The  best  mode  of  planting  is 
the  trench  method.  The  trench  is  dug  two  feet 
deep  and  two  feet  wide,  and  filled  nearly  to  the 
surface  of  the  ground  with  a  mixture  of  well 
rotted  manure  and  rich  soil,  with  a  six-inch 
layer  of  soil  at  the  top.  The  seed  should  be 
sown,  two  inches  deep,  at  the  rate  of  one  ounce 
to  twenty  feet.  During  dry  weather  the  ground 
should  be  thoroughly  soaked  once  or  twice  each 
week.  A  light  spraying  of  the  vines  in  the  eve¬ 
ning  during  hot  weather  will  be  found  beneficial, 
and  the  earth  should  at  all  times  be  kept  loose 
about  the  plants  to  a  depth  of  two  inches. 
Sweet  Peas  should  be  cut  early  in  the  morning 
and  the  more  closely  the  flowers  are  kept  cut  off 
the  longer  will  be  the  period  of  bloom.  Remem¬ 
ber,  the  vines  quickly  wither  if  allowed  to  pro¬ 
duce  any  great  amount  of  seed.  Spray  thoroughly 
and  often  to  prevent  infection  by  aphis.

We  do 
not  vouch  for  the  prophecy,  but  by  the  law  of  chance  such  an  event  is  due.  Dakota  White  flint 
or  one  of  the  other  early  flints  is  the  best  insurance  for  corn  in  a  cool  season  and  the  flints  pro¬ 
duce  heavily  in  cool,  wet  years,  too. 

One  bushel  of  corn  will  plant  8  acres — one  bushel  of  wheat  will  plant  1  acre.  Even  at  the 
highest  prices,  seed  corn  costs  no  more  and  often  much  less  than  any  other  seed  per  acre.

The  original  Northwestern  Dent  Corn,  a  history  of  which  is  given 
in  Bulletin  No.  107  of  the  Montana  Experiment  Station,  was  introduced 
by  Oscar  H.  Will  in  1896,  and  almost  immediately  attained  great  popu¬ 
larity  over  the  whole  Northwest.  So  much  so  in  fact  that  corn  of 
every  type,  color  and  description  has  since  been  sold  under  the  name 
which  we  gave  to  this  early  red  dent.

Directions  for  Sowing  a  Lawn 


Only  ground  which  has  been  broken  at  least  a  year  and  is  mellow  and 
easily  worked  should  be  seeded  for  a  lawn.  After  spading  up.  pul¬ 
verizing  thoroughly  and  smoothing  with  a  rake,  the  seed  should  be 

sown  at  the  rate  of  one  pound  to  two  hundred  square  feet.  Do  not  seed  on  a  windy  day  as  the  light  grass  seed  will 

quickly  blow  away.  After  seeding,  rake  in  thoroughly  with  a  double  motion  of  the  rake,  forward  and  back.  If  a 
roller  is  available  much  better  success  will  result  if  a  good  rolling  is  given  after  seeding.  The  prepared  lawn  should 

then  be  heavily  soaked  with  water  and  not  allowed  to  dry  out  until  the  grass  is  well  up  and  the  whole  surface  green. 

All  sorts  of  soils  contain  weed  seed,  and  the  black  soil  hauled  on  for  lawns  is  often  very  weedy.  Do  not  blame 
these  weeds  to  the  seedsmen  who  can  furnish  you  with  the  official  purity  test  of  his  seed. 


BUFFALO  GRASS  SOD.  This  native  grass,  which  does  not  produce  viable  seed,  is  undoubtedly  the  most  perfect  lawn  grass 
for  dry  conditions  in  existence.

RED  POPPY  MALLOW.  This  is  a  purplish  red  flowered,  low  growing  plant,  with  handsome, 
deeply  cut  foliage,  which  blooms  throughout  the  summer. 

SEA  HOLLY  or  ERYNGIUM.  This  is  not  notable  for  its  bloom  but  for  the  fact  that  the  whole 
plant  takes  on  a  brilliant  amethyst  blue  color  as  the  flower  matures.
